Don’t mess with a T-Rex! 


The fiercest dinosaur on Dino Island is the 
Tyrannosaurus Rex. The largest and most 
complete T-Rex skeleton was found in the 
Badlands area of South Dakota by fossil 
hunter Sue Hendrickson in 1990. The skele- 
ton, also called Sue, measures 42 feet long 
and stands |3 feet tall at the hips. Sue's 
jaws operate like a nutcracker filled with 
foot-long teeth. A T-Rex had excellent sight 
and hearing, but its best sense was smell. It 
could smell dinner a long way off.

With over 200 complete bones, Sue 
is the world’s most complete T-Rex. 





T-Rex may have ruled North America, but it is 
no longer the world’s biggest and baddest 
dinosaur. Recently, scientists discovered a 
meat-eater in Argentina called 
Gigantosaurus. It weighed 3 tons more than 
T-Rex and had thin, flat teeth. In central 
Africa, Suchomimus Tenerensis was found in 
1998. It was as large as a T-Rex, and had a 
pointy crocodile-like jaw filled with IOO teeth. 
It also had 16-inch, razor-sharp claws. 





By studying fossils, scientists discovered 
that birds are related to dinosaurs. 

But the flying creature on Dino Island is 
not a bird or a dinosaur. It's a flying 
reptile called a Pterodactyl. 





A fossil of a Pterodactyl 


The Pterodactyl's wings were like leather, 
and when flapping, were 25 feet across. 
When it wasn't building a nest on a rock 
ledge, it would fly down to the water and 
scoop fish out with its big beak. 


Watch out for spikey Triceratops! 


The Triceratops was a fierce looking 
dinosaur. The three sharp horns on its 
head could be as‘long as 4 feet! 
Triceratops weighed about 7 tons, was as 
tall as an elephant and was 25 feet long. 
Its head alone was 7 feet long, one-fourth 
of its total length. Triceratops ate plants 
and used its beak-like mouth to snap off 


tree branches.

Scientists like Dr. Lightning are finding out more 
about dinosaurs all the time. In the past 30 
years, the number of dino species has doubled. 
Dinosaur fossils can be found all over the world, 
even in Antarctica. One of the best places to 
find fossils is the western United States. That's 
where T-Rex, stegosaurus, triceratops, and many 
other dinosaur fossils have been discovered.
